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Estate  Planning 


Russell  R.  Caprio 


Beginning  with  Ms  Folio  we  will  present  ESTATE  PLAN- 
NING as  a  regular  feature.  Mr.  Caprio,  a  long-time  friend 
of  Pacifica  Radio  is  probably  best  known  as  a  volunteer  pro- 
ducer and  announcer  for  the  Music  and  Drama  <4  Lit.  Depart- 
ments. Quite  apart  from  that,  he  is  an  estate  analyst,  investment 
counsellor  and  insurance  underwriter.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Physicians  Planning  Service  Corp. 
of  Northern  California  and  a  Group  Administrator  of  the 
National  Assn.  of  Residents  A  Interns  and  the  American  Pro- 
fessional Practice  Assn. 


Common  sense,  when  employed  by  the 
financially  responsible  member  of  society, 
regardless  of  his  degree  of  affluence, 
means  a  willingness  to  accept  the  hard 
realities  of  economics,  the  timeless  laws 
that  have  always  governed  men's  business 
dealings  with  each  other  — supply  and 
demand,  "it  takes  a  dollar  to  buy  a  dollar's 
worth  of  goods  or  services",  the  return 
on  every  investment  is  directly  propor- 
tional to  the  amount  of  risk  involved  in 
its  undertaking,  etc.  — and  a  tough-minded 
willingness  to  apply  these  laws  to  satisfy 
his  own  obligations  and  objectives.  John 
Ruskin,  for  example,  stated  one  of  the 
basic  laws  in  this  way: 

"It's  unwise  to  pay  too  much,  but  it's 
unwise  to  pay  too  little.  When  you  pay 
too  much  you  lose  a  little  money,  that 
is   all.    When  you  pay  too  little,  you 
sometimes    lose    everything,    because 
the  thing  you  bought  was  incapable  of 
doing  the  thing  you  bought  it  to  do.  The 
common   law  of  business  balance  pro- 
hibits paying  a  little  and  getting  a  lot. 
It  can't  be  done.  If  you  deal  with  the 
lowest  bidder,  it's  well  to  add  something 
for  the  rish  you  run,  and  if  you  do  that, 
you  will  have  enough  to  pay  for  some- 
thing better." 
We  will  concern  ourselves  in  these  colums 
with  that  much-abused  entity,  the  "estate", 
in  all  of  its  aspects:  from  the  standpoint 
of  creation,  its  distribution,  and  its  con- 
servation. We  shall  attempt  to  lay  some 
ground-rules  for  a  program  of  estate  crea- 
tion   through    balanced    investment,    for 
methods  of  passing  estate  assets  to  heirs 
or  charitable  trusts  in  an  orderly  and  effi- 
cient way,  and  for  conserving  these  assets 
to  the  greatest  possible  degree  in  the  light 
of  current  tax  law.  In  passing,  we  shall 
concern   ourselves   with   the  debilitating 
effects  of  inflation  on  our  estates,  and 
incidentally  seek  ways  to  minimize  these 
effects.  We  shall  attempt  to  dispel  some 
of  the  mystery  in  what  has  perhaps  too 
long  been   thought  to  be  the  exclusive 


preserve  of  the  very  wealthy. 

Finally,  we  shall  attempt  to  impress  on 
our  readers  what  we  consider  to  be  of 
prime  importance:  that  in  the  same  way 
that  we  look  to  our  physicians  for  com- 
petent medical  diagnosis  and  treatment 
as  a  safeguard  of  physical  health,  so  for 
economic  health  we  should  be  prepared 
to  rely  for  competent  counsel  on  the 
established  members  of  the  estate  plan- 
ning team:  attorneys,  accountants,  insur- 
ance underwriters,  bank  trust  officers, 
and  investment  analysts.  A  do-it-yourself 
kit  for  estate  planning  will  not  be  found  in 
these  columns.  Such  an  approach  we  con- 
sider not  only  unethical,  but  self-defeating 
and  dangerous. 


ESTATE  PLANNING?  Who,  ME??? 

Somehow  the  term  "estate"  has  come  to 
have  the  connotation  of  being  property 
only  in  the  sense  of  there  being  a  lot  of  it. 
It  is  a  word  with  a  kind  of  charysma  of  its 
own,  subtleley  suggesting  rolling  lawns, 
high  iron  gates  guarded  by  snarling  dogs, 
and  regally  ancient  ladies  guarded  by 
snarling  lawyers.  This,  of  course,  is 
nonsense. 

You  are  a  young  medical  resident 

about  to  complete  surgical  training  and 
beginning  to  make  plans  for  establishing 
in  practice.  You  are  married,  have  $5,000 
in  debt  to  your  medical  school,  have  $500. 
in  cash  savings,  a  small  down-payment 
on  a  modest  home  in  the  suburbs,  some 
furniture  co-owned  by  the  bank.  YOU 
HAVE  AN  ESTATE) 

You  are  in  graduate  school  with 

another  year  of  work  on  your  thesis, 
after  which  you  plan  to  make  some  major 
decisions  about  marriage  and  starting  on 
a  family.  You  have  already  decided  to 
accept  a  position  in  industry  upon  com- 
pletion of  your  doctorate.  Your  bank 
balance  (when  you  last  had  the  courage 


to  look  at  it)  showed  slightly  under  $150. 
YOU  HAVE  AN  ESTATE. 

You  are  an  engineer,  aged  49,  two 

children  in  college,  one  a  high  school 
senior.  Your  wife  is  a  practicing  bacteri- 
ologist whose  separate  income  from 
private  research  is  supplemented  by  a 
very  considerable  additional  amount  from 
publishing  and  teaching  on  the  staff  of  a 
university.  You  have  over  the  past  eight 
years  invested  successfully  in  real  estate 
with  a  canny  eye  on  depreciation  as  a 
means  of  tax-shelter.  It  surely  isn't  neces- 
sary to  point  out  that  YOU  have  an  estate? 

Each  of  the  first  two  individuals  has  a 
very  large  asset  which  does  not  show  on 
any  bank  balance  sheet,  is  not  locked  in 
any  vault,  and  is  not  secreted  in  any  desk 
drawer.  On  the  contrary,  rather  than  being 
hidden  that  asset  is  more  likely  being 
bodly  displayed  in  a  frame  on  a  wall  of 
the  old  homestead.  It  is  a  diploma  — a  Deed 
of  Ownership  of  an  estate  valued  in  ex- 
cess of  $1,000,000,  delivered  in  monthly 
iastallments  over  the  next  35-40  years. 
How  much  of  this  estate  will  its  owner  be 
allowed  to  keep  for  himself  and  his  family 
after  taxes?  How  much  of  it  will  be  avail- 
able for  the  purchase  of  his  home?  For 
the  feedigg  and  clothing  of  his  family? 
For  the  education  of  his  children?  For  a 
reasonable  income  after  retirement? 

And  how  about  the  third  individual?  With 
so  rosy  a  picture  of  well-deserved  rewards 
for  accomplishment,  is  it  possible  that 
there  could  be  a  problem?  On  closer 
ecamination,  after  a  series  of  probing 
discussions  we  find  that  all  of  this  produc- 
tivity, all  of  this  success  in  investment 
has  still  somehow  left  him  with  a  gnaw- 
ing feeling  of  unfullfillmenl.  We  find  that 
we  are  dealing  with  a  socially-conscious, 
liberal-thinking  citizen,  the  kind  of  man 
whose  concern  extends  beyond  his  own 
family's  welfare  and  encompasses  such 
matters  as  civil  justice,  the  search  for 
political  truth,  the  fight  for  human  dignity, 
and  an  improved  quality  of  life.  (A  well- 
thumbed  KPFA  Folio  lying  on  his  coffee 
table  was  our  clue  to  this  side  of  his  char- 
acter). In  analyzing  this  estate  we  find 
that  the  shrinkage  of  his  assets  after  Fed- 
eral Estate  taxes,  state  inheritance  taxes, 
and  probate  and  administrative  costs 
promises  to  go  as  high  as  35%,  represent- 
ing an  amount  of  approximately  $195,000. 


We  are  inclined  to  think  that  here  would 
be  a  logical  case  for  a  charitable  gift  in 
trust  to  a  worthy  beneficiary,  either  as  an 
outright  gift  of  cash  or  property,  or  in  a 
more  painless  way,  in  the  form  of  an  insur- 
ance policy.  The  tax  consequences  to  a 
donor's  estate  are  quite  spectacular.  A 
rough  estimate  of  the  total  tax  savings 
which  could  be  realized  here  would  be 
approximately  $65,000,  including  both 
estate  settlement  costs  after  death  and 
capital  gqins  savings  during  life.  The 
tax  consequences  for  a  non-profit  founda- 
tion such  as  KPFA  are  of  course  also 
favorable  to  the  donee. 

It  has  increasingly  come  to  be  recognized 
that  estate  planning  is  not  simply  death- 
planning,  but  more  accurately  life- 
planning.  It  is  not  only  the  planning  of 
property,  but  the  planning  of  income.  It 
is  not  only  the  planning  for  the  disposition 
of  property,  but  also  the  acquisition  of  it. 
It  is  as  much  the  planning  for  the  use  and 
enjoyment  of  property  during  life  as  a 
plan  for  its  use  by  heirs  after  death.  It 
entails  not  only  financial  planning  but 
family  planning. 

Simply  defined,  estate  planning  could  be 
said  to  be  "the  planning  of  a  person  and 
his  family  group,  so  that  his  earnings  and 
his  property  will  do  him  and  his  family 
the  most  good  while  he  lives,  and  his 
family  the  most  good  afer  he  has  gone." 

To  achieve  these  objectives  requires  the 
careful  (though  and  attention  of  all  con- 
cerned, ie.  the  estate-owner  and  his  family, 
who  in  concert  with  competent  counsel, 
are  willing  to  pay  the  price  in  time  and 
effort  to  seek  out  hard  answers  to  hard 
questions.
